that  Mr  Watkins  was  unable  to 
accept  one  of  the  recommenda- 
tions made  by  a  leading  firm 
of  management  consultants 
recently  called  in  by  them.

Mr  Watkins  has  issued  the 
following  statement: 

"As  the  architect  of  the 
unique  operation  that  was 
launched  on  May  5,  1969,  with 
the  new  and  untried  distribu- 
tion arrangements,  a  major  step 
forward  was  achieved  with  the 
NPU  products  scheme.  In  spite 
of  many  problems  a  25  per  cent 
sales  growth  was  achieved  in 
year  one,  and  established  the 
correctness  of  the  decision  to 
launch  NPUM. 

"It  was  agreed  that  the 
second  year  should  be  one  of 
consolidation  and,  as  a  result, 
not  only  has  the  growth  rate 
been  maintained,  time  has  also 
been  available  to  make  recom- 
mendations for  further  pro- 
gress. 

"One  of  my  recommendations 
was  supported  by  the  consult- 
ants' report  and  accepted  by 
the  board  of  NPU  Holdings. 
Unfortunately,  this  particular 
aspect  was  not  discussed  fur- 
ther with  me  and  I  was  in- 
formed that  the  board's  imple- 
mentation of  the  consultants' 
recommendations  required  me 
to  accept  a  settlement  which 
included  the  termination  of  my 
em  ployment."

New  store's 
pharmarcy 

A  branch  of  Richard  Douglas 
Pharmacies  occupies  a  promin- 
ent ground  floor  position  in  the 
newly-opened  "Escalade"  de- 
partment store  in  Brompton 
Road,  London,  SW  1.

Cost-related 

principle 

challenged 

Is  it  going  to  be  administra- 
tively possible  to  charge  a 
patient  a  proportion  of  the 
true  cost  of  their  medicines? 
That  question  was  put  to  Mr  W. 
Laing  of  the  Office  of  Health 
Economics  in  the  BBC  pro- 
gramme "London  This  Week." 

Mr  Laing  said  it  would  cost 
the  chemist  more  money  for 
pricing  out  the  prescription 
and  also  the  Government  in 
their  administration  costs. 

The  cost  of  prescriptions  at 
the  moment,  he  said,  was 
£160m  per  year  for  England,  of 
which  £15m  was  paid  by  the 
patient.  The  latter  figure 
would  possibly  increase  by 
£10m.  depending  on  demand 
when  the  new  charges  came 
into  force. 

In  the  same  programme  Mr 
Norman  Berry,  FPS,  regional 
manager.  Burroughs  Wellcome 
&  Co  (UK  and  Ireland)  was 
asked  what  it  would  cost  the 
patient  if  he  had  to  pay  the 
full  cost  of  the  medicine.  He 
replied  that  if  the  prescription 
was  for  a  simple  thing  like 
aspirin  it  might  be  cheaper  for 
the  patient  to  buy  the  tablets 
direct  from  the  chemist,  but  in 
other  cases  the  cost  of  a  week's 
treatment  with  one  of  the  com- 
pany's antibacterial  compounds 
would  be  30s,  and  that  for  a 
long-term  treatment  for  gout, 
£3  per  month. 

'Borderline'  classifi 

The  Health  Service  Councils 
are  making  new  arrangements 
for  advising  whether  certain 
borderline  substances  should  be 
regarded  as  drugs,  foods  or 
toilet  preparations. 

This  was  stated  by  Mr 
Michael  Alison,  Under  Secre- 


Exemption 
review 
is  urged 

Dr  Shirley  Summerskill  asked 
the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Social  Services  in  the  Commons 
this  week  whether  he  would 
undertake  a  review  of  the 
categories  of  people  who 
qualify  for  exemption  from 
prescription  charges. 

Mr  M.  Alison,  Under  Secre- 
tary, replied:  "We  are  not  at 
present  contemplating  any 
change  in  the  existing  exemp- 
tion arrangements,  which  in 
our  view  are  fully  adequate  for 
preventing  hardship." 

Dr  Summerskill  suggested 
that  women  should  be  exempt 
at  60,  their  age  for  retirement 
pension,  instead  of  at  65,  as 
should  those  not  included  in  the 
restricted  list  of  chronic  sick 
but  who  nevertheless  required 
long  term  treatment. 

Mr  Alison:  "I  am  afraid  I 
must  say  no.  There  is  no  evi- 
dence that  women  between  the 
ages  of  60  and  65  are  more 
liable  to  ill  health  than  men 
of  the  same  age.  Indeed  they 
are  in  better  health  for  the 
most  part  than  at  any  other 
time  in  the  past." 

Forty-four  MPs  have  signed 
the  motion  tabled  by  Mr 
David  Stoddart  calling  on  the 
Government  to  take  action  to 
exempt  retirement  pensioners' 
wives  aged  between  60  and  65. 

Hospital -supplied 
appliances 

The  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland  was  asked  in  the  Com- 
mons this  week  when  he  ex- 
pects to  publish  a  list  of  appli- 
ances at  present  supplied  free 
by  hospitals  and  for  which  a 
charge  will  be  made  in  future, 
and  what  the  charges  are  for 
each  category. 

Mr  Gordon  Campbell  re- 
plied: "Unless  patients  are  ex- 
empt, charges  will  be  made  as 
follows:

The  peak  holiday  period,  covering  July-August,  was  a  good 
one  for  retail  pharmacies,  according  to  the  latest  Drug  Index 
issued  by  A.  C.  Nielsen  Co  Ltd,  the  market  research 
specialists. 

Shops  in  Indian 
hospitals 

India's  Health  Ministry  is  con- 
sidering a  proposal  to  open 
shops  in  hospitals  for  sale  of 
drugs  to  the  public  at  cheaper 
cost.  This  was  disclosed  re- 
cently by  the  Minister  for  Pe- 
troleum and  Chemicals,  Dr  T. 
Sen. 

Dr  Sen  said  that  although 
the  Government  did  not  like 
to  disturb  the  private  "drug 
stores"  the  Ministry  was  con- 
sidering the  opening  of  drug 
stores  in  hospitals  to  supple- 
ment the  private  shops  of 
which  there  were  70.000  in 
India. 

The  Minister  said  that  of 
the  2.015  drug  formulations, 
the  prices  of  1,102  products 
had  come  down  considerably. 
Of  this,  nearly  one-fourth  be- 
longed to  the  broad  spectrum 
of  antibiotics  which  had  been 
slashed  down  to  50  per  cent. 
The  Government  would  see 
through  their  policy  of  reduc- 
ing drug  prices,  he  said. 

Script  pinned 
to  door 

Doctors  who  leave  prescrip- 
tions outside  their  surgeries  for 
collection  were  severely  criti- 
cised by  the  Tottenham  Court 
chairman  last  week  —  after 
hearing  of  such  a  case  involv- 
ing a  New  Southgate  doctor. 

"This  practice  of  doctors 
pinning  prescriptions  for  drugs 
on  outside  doors,  or  in  open 
boxes  outside  their  house, 
should  cease.  One  wonders  why 
they  should  not  be  before  this 
court  this  morning"  said  Mr 
George  Davies. 

Earlier  Detective  Sergeant 
Lawrence  Scott  said  two  20- 
year-old  drug  addicts  stole 
seven  prescription  forms  over 
a  period  of  days  from  outside 
the  surgery  of  Dr  J.  H.  lowett 
in  Durnsford  Road,  New 
Southgate. 

The  youths,  who  found  the 
prescriptions  pinned  to  a  door 
at  the  side  of  the  surgery,  later 
obtained  Ritalin  tablets  by 
forging  the  forms. 

They  would  then  crush  the 
tablets,  dilute  the  powder  and 
inject  themselves. 


Total  average  weekly  turn- 
aver  obtained  in  the  two 
months  was  £7,099,000,  repre- 
senting an  increase  of  some  5 
per  cent  on  the  previous  period, 
which  was  due  mainly  to  in- 
creased cash  sales. 

Multiples'  and  Co-operatives' 
cash  sales  were  up  6  per  cent 
and  those  of  independents'  rose 
by  9  per  cent. 

NHS  receipts  were  only  frac- 
tionally up  on  the  May-June 
period  and,  as  a  result,  were 
less  important  as  a  percentage 
share  of  total  turnover. 

The  average  weekly  cash 
sales  in  retail  pharmacies  were: 
Multiples  £435;  large  indepen- 
dents, £454;  small  independents, 
£167.  It  was  estimated  that  the 
multiple  pharmacies  obtained 
15  4  per  cent  of  the  total  turn- 
over during  the  period  whilst 
the  large  and  small  indepen- 
dents obtained  55  2  and  29"4 
per  cent  respectively. 

The  average  weekly  National 
Health  Service  payments  per 
shop  were:  large  independents, 
£338;  multiples  £284;  small  in- 
dependents £173.  During  July 
independent  pharmacies  dis- 
pensed 86-7  per  cent  of  the 
National  Health  Service  pre- 
scriptions (an  average  of  1,587 
per  shop  per  month),  whilst  the 
multiple  pharmacies  dispensed 
13-3  per  cent  (an  average  of 
1,836  per  shop  per  month). 

National  Health  Service  pay- 
ments amounted  to  35-2  per 
cent  of  the  total  turnover  in 
multiple  pharmacies  and  42-6 
per  cent  in  independents. 

DITB  sponsors 
manpower  study 

A  10-year  survey  designed  to 
produce  the  first-ever  accurate 
assessment  of  the  manpower 
and  training  needs  of  the  distri- 
butive industry  has  been  com- 
missioned by  the  Distributive 
Industry  Training  Board. 

The  survey  is  to  be  conduc- 
ted by  the  Institute  of  Man- 
power Studies  and  should  indi- 
cate growth  areas  where  there 
is  likely  to  be  a  shortage  of 
labour,  and  areas  where  there 
is  likely  to  be  a,  decline,  so 
that  training  policies  can  be 
shaped  accordingly.

Since  the  court  case  it  has 
been  learned  that  Dr  Jowett 
has  changed  his  system  of  leav- 
ing prescriptions  for  collection. 

Redundancy  pay 
claim  fails 

An  industrial  tribunal  at 
Brighton  has  rejected  a  claim 
for  redundancy  pay  by  Mr 
Derrick  Judge  against  Savory 
and  Moore,  Ltd,  of  Preston- 
road.  Brighton. 

Mr  Judge  told  the  tribunal 
that  he  joined  the  firm  in  1963 
as  a  ledger  clerk  and  worked 
for  them  until  September  this 
year. 

In  1968,  said  Mr  Judge,  the 
company  accountant  was  made 
redundant,  and  he  was  given  to 
understand  that  he  would  be 
acting  accountant,  although  he 
was  unqualified.  He  admitted 
that  he  found  the  job  "a  little 
beyond  me." 

During  August,  he  went  on 
his  annual  holiday,  and.  on  his 
return,  he  saw  an  advertisement 
in  a  Brighton  paper  advertis- 
ing his  job. 

Mr  Gordon  Limmer.  the 
company  secretary,  told  the  tri- 


bunal that  much  of  the  accounts 
were  having  to  be  done  by  out- 
side auditors  both  this  year 
and  last. 

The  reason  Mr  Judge  was 
dismissed,  he  said,  was  because 
of  his  lack  of  ability.  They  had 
replaced  him  with  someone 
who  was  taking  his  exams  the 
following  week. 

The  chairman  said  that  as 
Mr  Judge  was  replaced  almost 
immediately,  it  was  the  tri- 
bunal's unanimous  decision 
that  there  had  been  no  re- 
dundancy. 


New  rates  in 
hospitals 

The  recent  strike  of  hospital 
pharmacists  (November  14.  p 
684)  was  settled  on  the 
acceptance  by  60  pharmacists 
employed  in  hospitals  and  dis- 
pensaries controlled  by  12 
local  authorities  of  an  improv- 
ed offer  from  the  County  and 
City  Managers'  Association. 

The  stoppage  lasted  four 
days  and  brought  hospital  dis- 
pensing services  to  a  standstill. 

The  new  salaries  are:  senior 
pharmacists,  £2,200  per  annum 
from  October  1  last;  followed 
by  an  increase  of  £185  per 
annum  from  January  1  next; 
junior  pharmacists:  £1,755  from 
October  1  and  £2.200  from 
January  1  next. 

The  pharmacists,  members  of 
the  Association  of  Hospital  and 
Public  Pharmacists,  resorted  to 
strike  action  in  support  of  a 
three-year  claim  for  a  new 
salary  structure. 

They  were  supported  in  their 
action  by  community  pharma- 
cists. 
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□  South  Shields  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion has  been  wound  up  due  to  lack  of 
support. 

□  As  from  April  1,  when  prescription 
charges  go  up,  the  cost  of  prepayment 
certificates  will  be  £2  for  a  certificate  valid 
for  six  months  and  £3  10s  for  one  valid 
for  12  months  (corrected  note). 

□  The  Distributive  Industry  Training 
Board  has  opened  a  Scottish  office  at  2 
Pitt  Terrace,  Stirling.  It  is  the  latest  de- 
velopment in  the  Board's  plan  for  a 
nationwide  training  advisory  service. 

□  Production  of  sulphuric  acid  by  mem- 
bers of  the  National  Sulphuric  Acid  Asso- 
ciation during  the  third  quarter  at  801,941 
tons  was  up  by  1"6  per  cent  over  the  third 
quarter  of  1969.  Sales  at  932,839  tons  were 
up  0'2  per  cent. 

□  The  Shops  (Weekday  Trading)  Bill,  a 
Private  Member's  measure  sponsored  by 
Mr  Evelyn  King,  is  to  have  its 
second  reading  on  December  11.  The  Bill 
seeks  to  amend  the  Shops  Acts,  1950  to 
1965,  in  relation  to  weekday  closing;  and 
to  protect  shop  assistants  in  regard  to  their 
conditions  of  employment. 

□  In  Ecuador,  the  Ministry  of  Public 
Health  has  announced  that  foreign  labora- 
tories that  have  registered  trade  marks 
of  pharmaceutical  products  must  begin 
manufacture  there  within  four  years  with 
the  exception  of  those  products  that  the 
Instituto  Nacional  de  Higiene  considers 
necessary  to  import. 

□  A  large  group  of  medical  films  has 
been  acquired  from  an  international  collec- 
tion by  the  British  Life  Assurance  Trust 
for  Health  Education,  and  will  be  avail- 
able on  loan  from  the  film  library  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  where  they 
are  housed.  The  films  make  up  the  medical 
and  para-medical  orientated  part  of  the 
Encyclopaedia  Cinematographica  and  are 
primarily  intended  as  research  documents 
of  accurately  observed  phenomena.  A  list 
of  films  and  loan  conditions  can  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Film  Librarian,  Depart- 
ment of  Audio  Visual  Communication, 
British  Medical  Association,  Tavistock 
Square,  London  WC1H  9JP. 

□  The  British  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science  has  recently 
appointed  a  committee  to  review  the  future 
role,  activities,  finances  and  management 
of  the  association.  The  committee  will  look 
at  the  statutory  objectives  of  the  associa- 
tion with  a  view  to  a  modern  re-interpreta- 
tion of  them.  It  will  seek  new  sources  of 
finance  and  new  means  of  securing  the 
most  effective  deployment  of  resources,  not 
only  financial  but  also  the  voluntary  help 
of  scientists  and  technologists  and  the 
goodwill  of  the  Press,  radio  and  tele- 
vision. Those  wishing  to  make  observations 
or  suggestions  about  the  work  of  the  As- 
sociation should  write  to  the  secretary, 
British  Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science,  3  Sanctuary  Buildings,  20  Great 
Smith  Street,  London  SW  1,  not  later  than 
February  1,  1971. 


Cost- related  charges 

There  has  been  much  talk  recently  of  lame  ducks,  and  of  what  help  should  be 
given  them.  The  matter  is  one  of  supreme  importance,  as  Mr  W.  M.  Darling 
(president,  Pharmaceutical  Society)  made  clear  in  a  speech  at  Leeds  (p  756). 
In  discussing  the  Government's  proposals  to  apply  a  cost-related  levy  on  pre- 
scriptions, Mr  Darling  pointed  out  that  a  major  factor  in  the  treatment  of 
illness  would  be  the  patient's  ability  to  pay.  The  statement  warrants  close 
examination,  for  Mr  Darling  has  put  his  finger  on  the  spot. 

What  is  suggested,  in  fact,  is  not  a  cost-related  charge,  but  the  complete 
abrogation  of  all  the  principles  of  the  National  Health  Service.  The  doctor 
ceased,  in  1948,  to  consider  the  capacity  of  the  patient — lame  or  athletic  duck 
— to  meet  the  cost  of  what  he  considered  to  be  essential  treatment.  The  illness 
was  what  mattered  and  he  was  now  able  to  devote  his  individual  attention  to 
medical  care  regardless  of  the  patient's  means.  That  was,  and  still  is,  funda- 
mental to  the  ideals  which  came  to  fruition  22  years  ago. 

What  we  are  witnessing  is  the  total  renunciation  of  what  has  been  built 
up  with  care  and  consideration  for  humanity.  What  we  are  to  see,  unless  the 
proposals  are  to  be  changed,  is  nothing  other  than  means-related  treatment. 
What  of  the  lame  duck  unfortunate  enough  to  acquire  tuberculosis  necessitat- 
ing prolonged  and  expensive  treatment?  Are  we  to  tell  him  how  lucky  he  is 
that  the  "season  ticket"  is  a  good  bargain  for  him?  The  scheme  will,  as  the 
president  said,  interfere  with  the  prescriber's  free  choice  of  medicine  for  his 
patient,  and  in  many  cases  compel  him  to  send  his  patient  into  hospital  to 
ensure  adequate  treatment.  I  am  in  wholehearted  agreement  with  Mr  Darling 
when  he  says  that  any  such  scheme  must  be  resisted  by  every  method  available. 

Unworkable  ? 

Mr  Darling  said,  in  relation  to  cost-related  charges,  that  as  far  as  pharmacy 
was  concerned,  the  scheme  was  unworkable.  If  the  intention  is  that  the  busy 
pharmacist  should  have  to  shoulder  the  additional  burden  of  pricing  at  the 
time  of  dispensing,  then  all  would  agree  with  him.  And  now,  as  I  indicated  a 
few  weeks  ago,  is  the  time  to  say  so,  clearly  and  emphatically.  Let  us,  if  the 
proponents  of  the  scheme  are  inflexible  in  their  resolve,  suggest  that  a  new 
Government  department  be  formed  to  write  to  each  person,  after  the  forms 
have  been  priced  by  the  bureau,  asking  them  to  forward  the  difference  be- 
tween the  standard  rate  and  the  cost-related  price.  Pharmacy,  with  no  recog- 
nition, has  undertaken  sorting  of  prescriptions  and  assistance  with  claims  for 
exemption.  It  is  obvious  that  the  time  is  approaching  for  a  stand  to  be  taken 
and  a  display  of  inflexible  resolve  on  the  other  side  of  the  fence. 

It  may  be,  of  course,  that  we  are  worrying  needlessly  and  that  the  doctors 
have  already  volunteered  to  consult  a  price-list  while  writing  their  prescrip- 
tions, and  to  use  special  stamped  and  coloured  forms  so  that  the  pharmacist 
will  be  relieved  of  all  complicity  in  the  matter.  But  it  is  not  long  since  Mr 
Teeling-Smith  came  forward  with  a  suggestion  for  cost-related  charges  in  the 
Health  Service — indeed,  he  forestalled  the  Minister  by  a  matter  of  days.  As 
a  pharmacist,  has  he  any  suggestions  as  to  how  the  scheme  should  be  worked? 

Simple  and  domestic 

As  you  point  out  in  your  Comment,  Sir  Derrick  Dunlop  loses  no  opportunity 
of  voicing  his  opposition  to  any  restriction  to  pharmacies  of  the  sale  of 
"simple  domestic  remedies."  His  return  to  the  theme  at  such  frequent  inter- 
vals is  difficult  to  understand.  I  should  have  thought  that  the  decision  would 
be  one  for  the  Medicines  Commission,  of  which,  after  all,  he  is  only  chairman. 
One  might  also  have  thought  that,  in  that  position,  he  would  have  sufficient 
circumspection  to  make  certain  that  no  public  utterances  of  his  would  suggest 
that  he  had  made  up  his  mind  in  advance.  But  I  may  be  wrong.

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TECHNIQUE  AT  BOOTS 


A  novel  view  from  the  dispensary  of  a  Boots  Ltd  branch  pharmacy,  but 


the  customer's  first  impression  will  probably  be  "business  as  usual' 


The  new  Boots  Ltd  branch  at  Wigston 
Magna,  Leicester,  is  like  any  other  having 
a  high  proportion  of  self-selection — 
except  that  it  has  check-out  points. 

This  departure  from  current  practice  is 
in  the  nature  of  an  experiment  for  the 
company,  but  one  which  has  enormous 
potential  if  it  proves  successful.  Like  the 
Babyboots  venture  (C&D,  November  7, 
p  641),  its  aim  is  to  see  how  customer 
service  can  be  improved,  and  to  judge 
from  the  first  few  days'  trading,  it  is 
being  received  very  well  by  the  public. 

The  premises  occupy  a  double  unit  in  a 
redeveloped  block  on  the  main  street  at 
Wigston  Magna — a  population  of  22,500 
is  currently  housed  in  this  expanding  area. 
Selling  space  is  1,400  sq  ft  out  of  a 
total  ground  floor  of  1,600  sq  ft. 

The  frontage  is  glass  and  aluminium — 
no  display  windows — and  customers  enter 
by  double  doors  at  the  right-hand  side. 
After  taking  a  wire  basket  or  wheeled 
trolley,  they  select  stock  from  the  shelves 
or  gondolas  as  in  any  supermarket  opera- 
tion, except  at  the  counter  ranged  across 
the  back  of  the  shop.  The  right-hand  side 
of  this  is  devoted  to  cosmetics  and  certain 
high-priced  items  on  which  the  customer 
may  require  advice.  It  is  glass-topped  and 
serves  as  a  display  case. 

Poisons  sales 

The  left-hand  side  is  the  usual  drug 
counter,  except  that  the  back  riser  is 
glass,  forming  a  protected  display  area  for 
Part  1  poisons.  These  the  customer  must 
ask  the  assistant  to  hand  out,  the  same 
thing  going  for  poisons  and  certain  other 
medicines  demanding  extra  care  which  are 
on  the  shelves  behind  the  assistant. 

Items  purchased  at  the  drug  counter  are 
paid  for  immediately,  the  assistant  placing 
them  in  a  bag  and  clipping  the  cash- 
register  receipt  to  the  outside.  No  price 
tickets  are  applied  to  this  stock. 

The  dispensary,  sited  immediately 
behind  the  drug  section,  is  raised  above 
shop  level  and  affords  the  manager  a 
vantage  point  from  which  to  supervise  all 
transactions.  Stock  likely  to  evoke  in- 
quiries from  customers — such  as  dietetics, 
wine  making  and  baby  foods — is  sited  on 
the  gondola  and  shelf-ends  nearest  the 
counter.  Many  bulky  items,  such  as 
sanitary  towels,  are  among  the  last  to 
be  reached  by  the  customer  before  the 
check-out. 

There  are  two  check-out  points,  with 
plenty  of  room  for  customer  movement 
around  them.  This  demonstrates  the 
"experimental"  nature  of  the  shop,  and 
Boots  staff  will  be  watching  carefully  to 
see  whether  the  present  siting  should  be 
modified.  A  brightly  illuminated  "Please 
pay  here"  sign  above  the  check-outs 
guides  customers  in  the  right  direction. 

The  basic  staff  of  the  pharmacy  will  be 
six  assistants  (whole-time  equivalents),  plus 
dispenser  and  manager.  This,  say  Boots,  is 
the  usual  number  for  the  size  of  opera- 
tion, the  intention  being  to  improve 
customer  service  rather  than  to  reduce 
staff  in  the  branch. 

Viewed  the  day  before  opening,  this 
Boots  branch  looked  inviting  to  the 
customer — and  professional. 
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An  experiment  to  be  watched 

Supermarket  techniques,  self-service,  check-out  points — 
emotive  words  to  some  people  in  pharmacy.  But  should 
they  be? 

Antagonism  to  these  modern  retailing  methods  usually 
stems  from  an  imagined  direct  translation  of  the  poster- 
plastered  window  of  the  grocery  chain  to  the  environment 
of  the  pharmacy.  Of  course,  there  are  pharmacies  that 
have  adopted  these  techniques  lock,  stock  and  barrel,  but 
we  doubt  whether  a  majority  would  wish  to  follow  the 
example,  profitable  or  not.  The  question  to  be  asked, 
therefore,  is:  Do  self-selection  and  check-out  methods 
work  in  a  professional  atmosphere  and  without  the  back- 
ing of  enormous  "money-off"  slogans? 

Unfortunately,  the  independent  chemist  cannot  afford  to 
find  out  the  answer  by  experiment.  The  installations  are 
too  costly  for  a  mistake  to  be  made. 

A  close  watch  should  therefore  be  kept  on  the  experi- 
mental check-out  branch  Boots  Ltd  have  opened  at  Wig- 
ston  Magna  (p  796),  and  on  the  operations  of  the  Weston 
Group  (see  C&D  August  15,  p  184).  Their  success  can  be 
judged  by  the  extent  to  which  the  companies  open  more 
of  this  type  of  unit,  and  the  pitfalls  may  become  apparent 
from  an  observation  of  what  changes  are  made  in  the 
light  of  experience. 

Already  it  is  worth  noting  the  similarities  in  shop  layout 


— medicines  counter  adjacent  to  the  dispensary,  promi- 
nent "prescriptions"  signs  at  the  rear  of  the  premises.  But 
Boots  are  taking  money  at  the  drug  counter,  the  receipt 
acting  as  a  pass  at  the  check-out,  whereas  Westons  are 
sealing  drug  purchases  into  plastic  bags  for  payment  on 
leaving  the  store. 

One  thing  both  stores  clearly  demonstrate  is  that  a  pro- 
fessional atmosphere  can  co-exist  with  extensive  self-selec- 
tion. This  is  important,  because  the  public  is  becoming 
accustomed  to  buying  in  this  way  and  the  pharmacy  in 
the  High  Street  must  adapt  or  be  forced  into  the  side  street. 

If  it  can  be  shown  that  massive  cut-price  offers  are  not 
a  prerequisite  for  the  success  of  this  type  of  trading — and 
Boots  are  relying  mainly  on  their  reputation  for  value — 
then  one  of  the  major  objections  is  removed.  Another 
objection  may  be  that  the  very  structure  of  self-selection 
fixtures  does  not  permit  the  stocking  of  the  usual  wide 
range  of  small  items  in  ones  and  twos — but  realists  have 
been  counselling  against  this  on  economic  grounds  anyway, 
and  a  compromise  must  be  reached  somewhere  between 
service  and  profitability. 

The  lead  being  given  by  the  larger  multiples  will  not  be 
followed  by  everyone.  There  are  other  options,  such  as 
the  all-professional  pharmacy,  but  these,  too,  are  largely 
experimental.  Retailing  is  an  evolutionary  activity  and  the 
non-competitive  have  always  gone  to  the  wall.  Only  fools 
will  not  take  note  of  what  goes  on  around  them. 
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Send  for  Jenkins! 

A  short  statement  in  the  pharmaceutical 
Press  last  week  announced  that  deadlock 
has  been  reached  in  our  pay  talks  with  the 
Department.  What  we  really  want  to  know 
is  what  has  been  agreed  so  far  and  on 
what  points  has  there  been  the  deadlock. 
In  fact,  does  it  look  as  if  we  are  going  to 
get  something  or  not? 

Also  in  last  week's  Press,  the  British 
Medical  Association  had  turned  down  an 
offer  from  Clive  Jenkins  to  negotiate  all 
future  salary  claims.  They  say,  in  effect, 
that  they  can  manage  quite  well  without 
him,  and  I  agree.  But  what  about  the 
pharmacists?  What  could  he  do  for  us? 
I  am  not  foolish  enough  to  think  that  he 
could  produce  better  figures  to  support 
our  case  or  that  he  would  spend  more 
time  than  our  present  negotiators,  but  he 
would  bring  vast  experience  and  add  a 
much-needed  air  of  urgency  and  militancy. 

I  could  imagine  how  the  tea  cups  would 
rattle  at  the  Department  when  someone 
announced :  "The  chemists  have  signed  on 
Clive  Jenkins." 

Being  a  great  believer  in  differentials  he 
would  be  quick  to  remind  the  Department 
of   recent   generous   settlements   for  the 


dentists  and  doctors,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
he  would  be  pleased  to  fight  our  case. 
Whatever  the  outcome,  Clive  Jenkins 
would  observe  the  obvious  rule  of  keep- 
ing the  membership  informed  and  would 
not  issue  the  nebulous  and  rather  depres- 
sing statement  that  we  had  last  week.  Our 
case  is  just  and  must  be  fought  openly 
and  much  harder.

False  economy 

I  heartily  agree  with  everything  that 
"Secundum  Artem"  (November  21,  p 
742)  says. 

It  is  at  least  ten  years  since  I  wrote 
advocating  affiliation  to  a  trade  union  as 
a  possible  solution  to  our  problems.  The 
answer  I  got  was  that  as  employers  we 
are  not  eligible  to  be  members  of  a  trade 
union  which  is  an  employees'  organisa- 
tion. This  may  be  so.  but  it  should  not 
prevent  us  from  employing  competent 
professional  negotiators  who  would  make 
it  their  business  to  understand  chemists' 
problems  and  who  have  the  "nerve"  re- 
quired to  stand  up  to  the  Department 
and  demand  justice. 

"The  cobbler  should  stick  to  his  last." 
Our  members  are  pharmacists,  not  nego- 
tiators. When  they  meet  the  management 
side  in  negotiations  they  are  not  meeting 
a  group  of  enthusiastic  amateurs.  They 
are  trying  to  cope  with  a  team  of  highly- 
trained  professional  negotiators  who 
know  every  trick  in  the  book. 


When  Mr  Clive  Jenkins  needs  to  have 
a  prescription  dispensed  does  he  go  to  a 
trade  union  negotiator  to  have  it  dispen- 
sed for  him?  Not  at  all.  He  goes  to  some- 
one whose  business  it  is  to  know  about 
medicine.  Why  then  do  we  insist  on  hav- 
ing our  negotiations  carried  on  by 
members  of  our  own  profession,  despite 
the  fact  that  their  professional  qualifica- 
tions are  no  asset  when  faced  by  a  team 
of  trained  and  experienced  negotiators? 

Too  much  of  our  negotiation  has  been 
done  by  elderly  or  wealthy  gentlemen,  to 
whom  a  Id  here  or  a  Id  there  is  of 
little  consequence,  and  who  are  more  in- 
terested in  their  own  personal  relationships 
with  the  "men  from  the  Ministry"  than 
with  the  welfare  of  the  people  whom  they 
profess  to  represent.  Had  our  negotiators 
been  paid  servants,  rather  than  members 
of  the  profession,  they  would  have  been 
sacked  long  ago.  There  is  no  room  for 
sentiment  in  business  and  negotiations  for 
fair  remuneration  is  "business." 

If  our  present  negotiators  can't  deliver 
the  goods  it  is  up  to  the  profession  to 
appoint  people  who  can.  But — and  this 
is  where  I  feel  we  have  fallen  down  in 
the  past — we  must  be  prepared  to  pay 
the  right  price  if  we  want  the  right  people 
to  represent  us.  We  have  tried  for  too 
long  to  do  our  negotiations  on  the  cheap 
and  it  has  proved  very  poor  economy. 

I  think,  too,  that  there  has  been  far 
too  much  fragmentation  in  our  negotia- 
tions. I  feel  that  the  chemists  of  England,

Scotland,  Wales  and  Northern  Ireland 
should  stand  together  and  negotiate  on  a 
"national"  basis.  We  don't  find  doctors, 
dentists  or  opticians  negotiating  on  a  re- 
gional basis,  so  why  should  we?  It  would 
be  possible  to  build  into  the  final  agree- 
ment differentials  which  would  take  ac- 
count of  regional  circumstances,  but  the 
basic  terms  and  conditions  should  be 
arrived  at  on  a  national  basis. 

Nemesis 

How  to  charge 

Xrayser  has  told  of  the  charges  made  by 
his  plumber  —  a  point  underlined  by 
R.  G.  Hill  in  his  letter  (last  week,  page 
773)  when  he  compares  these  to  his  oxy- 
gen fees  and  states  that  he  was  embar- 
rassed on  presenting  his  account  for 
£8  2s  6d.  A  professional  eight  guineas 
would  have  been  less  embarrassing. 

Last  weekend,  at  one  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  a  crash  of  glass  informed  me 
that  the  window  of  our  Christmas  display 
had  been  broken  and  a  999  telephone 
call  had  the  police  on  the  scene  within 
minutes — and  two  youths  were  apprehen- 
ded within  the  hour. 

The  police  rightly  insisted  that  the 
pharmacy  be  made  secure  and  called  the 
local  handyman  who  nailed  a  6ft  square 
of  chipboard  into  place.  He  then  requested 
immediate  payment  of  £5  which  the  police 
assured  me  was  the  standard  charge  and 
has  since  been  accepted  by  the  insurance 
company  without  question.  The  window 
was  reglazed  within  three  days  and  the 
handyman  immediately  called  for  the  re- 
turn of  his  sheet  of  board.  His  "disturb- 
ance fee"  then  became  £5  net. 

This  makes  our  emergency  fees  ridicu- 
lously cheap  in  comparison  and  if  I  suffer 
any  embarrasment  in  charging  them  it  is 
because  they  are  too  low  for  serious, 
responsible,  professional  duties.

Hospital  pharmacy 

It  is  necessary  for  me  to  reply  to  Mr 
J.  G.  Roberts'  letter  (November  21,  page 
742)  to  say  that  when  a  person  criticises 
the  service  in  which  he  is  employed  a 
nom  de  plume  is  sometimes  diplomatic. 

It  is  surprising  that  some  hospital 
pharmacists  are  persuading  themselves 
that  they  are  almost  the  complete  experts 
on  manufacturing,  pharmacology,  analy- 
tical control,  etc.  All  these  disciplines  are 
inter-related  and  apply  to  the  matter  under 
discussion. 

No  one  has  been  more  conscious  than 
myself  of  the  need  to  provide  the  correct 
drug  of  high  quality  at  as  economical  a 
price  as  possible  over  the  years.  Quality 
control  laboratories  are  a  very  necessary 
part  of  hospital  pharmacy  but,  are  there 
not  limitations?  Some  experts  state  that  it 
is  amusing  and  others  inform  me  that  it 
is  economically  impossible  for  hospital 
pharmacists  to  set  themselves  up  as  ex- 
perts in  the  analytical  control  of  all  aspects 
of  all  drugs  used  in  medicine. 

Is  the  over-confidence  of  the  newly- 
qualified  pharmacist  at  play  here? 

I  must  still  remain 

Baffled 


Historical  articles  in  the  Press,  although 
they  might  be  tied  to  an  anniversary,  could 
often  only  be  seen  as  random  themes, 
said  Mr  Owen  Waller,  Editor  of  the 
Chemist  &  Druggist  until  December  1969, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  British  Society  of  the 
History  of  Pharmacy  on  November  25. 

Mr  Waller  was  dealing  with  Press  cover- 
age of  pharmacy's  history. 

Excluding  journals  that  have  ceased  pub- 
lication or  which  have  too  short  a  history 
of  their  own  to  yield  material,  Mr  Waller 
was  left  with  the  Chemist  &  Druggist 
and  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal. 

He  stated  his  belief  that  the  prime  con- 
cern of  any  weekly  newspaper  was  with 
the  events  of  the  present,  not  the  past. 
Historical  information  needed  to  under- 
stand current  developments  should  in  gen- 
eral be  sought  in  back  numbers  or  in  other 
types  of  source  material. 

Dealing  with  the  Chemist  and  Druggist 
Annual  Special  Issues,  Mr  Waller  said 
these  had  in  effect  grafted  an  annual  illus- 
trated magazine  on  to  one  issue  of  the 
weekly  newspaper.  They  had  never  set 
out  to  provide  a  systematic  study  of  the 
past  of  the  profession. 

The  C&D  had  from  the  start  showed 
evidence  of  interest  in  historical  topics 
for,  in  its  third  issue,  that  of  November 
1859,  the  introductory  chapter  of  a  "His- 
tory of  Chymistry"  provided  the  com- 
plete justification  for  any  subsequent  in- 
terest the  paper  had  shown. 

The  series  unfortunately  came  to  an 
end  after  eleven  instalments,  which  would 
seem  to  leave  a  few  gaps  unfilled. 

For  the  next  ten  years  the  C&D  left 
history  alone  until  in  March  1869  there 
appeared  an  article  "Pharmacy  Past  and 
Present." 

The  golden  age  of  annual  special  issues 
did  not  begin  until  the  January  31,  1891 
issue  although,  in  fact,  the  nearest  that 
particular  issue  came  to  providing  the 
prototype  of  the  historical  articles  for 
which  the  ASI's  came  later  to  be  recog- 
nised were  "A  Visit  to  Messrs  Evans  & 
Co,  Liverpool,"  including  an  illustration 
of  "Where  the  firm  started.  1833,"  and 
"Remnants  of  Ancient  Pharmacy."  a  short 
account  of  a  document  written  in  English 
but  which  had  been  discovered  in  the 
library  of  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy. 

Clearly  the  most  important  category 
of  article  dealt  with  the  history  of  pharm- 
acy itself.  However,  not  only  pharmaceu- 
tical but  medical  history  had  been  ex- 
amined and  Dr  Charles  Singer's  "Sketches 
in  the  History  of  British  Medicine,"  which 
appeared  in  four  lengthy  instalments  from 
1928  to  1930,  had  been  generally  held  to 
be  a  major  factor  in  the  popularity  and 
prestige  of  the  Annual  Special  Issues. 

One  aspect  of  pharmacy  that  had  been 
the  subject  of  many  articles  and  illustra- 
tions was  the  vessels  and  utensils  that 
have  been  used  by  its  practitioners,  especi- 
ally bell-metal  mortars  and  drug  jars. 
Objects  that  had  been  the  subject  of  single 
articles  at  various  times  included  bears' 
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grease  lid  pots,  tooth-paste  pots,  and 
pharmaceutical  weights  and  measures. 

After  giving  an  account  of  the  many 
highways  and  byways  of  history  that  had 
been  explored  in  the  C&D  Mr  Waller 
went  on  to  say  that  the  Press  could  never 
be  a  substitute  for  systematic  study.  The 
subjects  are  chosen  as  much  for  their  en- 
tertainment value  as  for  record. 

That  must  always  be  so,  since  history 
was  only  one.  and  that  not  usually  the 
most  urgent,  of  many  classes  of  subject 
matter  that  must  be  provided  for  the 
readers  of  any  particular  periodical. 

Coming  to  his  description  of  history 
coverage  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal. 
Mr  Waller  acknowledged  a  debt  to  the 
Editor  Mr  Blyth  and  his  staff. 

As  Mr  Blyth  had  pointed  out.  the  his- 
tory of  pharmacy  was  also  to  a  great 
extent  the  history  of  chemistry.  A  notable 
contribution  in  that  field  was  a  paper  in 
1961  by  the  late  Douglas  McKie,  former 
professor  of  the  history  of  the  philosophy 
of  science  in  the  University  of  London, 
commemorating  the  tercentenary  of  the 
publication  of  Robert  Boyle's  "The 
Sceptical  Chymiste." 

Another  notable  article  by  McKie  in 
August  1965,  commemorated  the  centenary 
of  Kekule's  publication  of  his  classic 
paper  on  the  constitution  of  aromatic 
substances.  "The  Journal"  was  probably 
best  noted,  history-wise,  for  the  attention 
it  had  devoted  to  the  history  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  example  its 
special  issue  of  April  12,  1941;  the  supple- 
ment published  in  1959  commemorating 
the  centenary  of  the  death  of  Jacob  Bell, 
founder  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society; 
and  more  recently  its  special  issue  of 
July  4.  1970.  commemorating  the  centen- 
ary of  weekly  publication  of  the  paper. 

Recently  an  interesting  monthly  series 
on  "Pharmaceutical  Antiques"  had  ap- 
peared which  had  been  supplemented  by 
displays  in  showcases  in  the  Society's 
house  of  the  items  dealt  with. 
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During  the  first  year  of  the  Seventies,  the 
pharmaceutical  scene  has  been  over- 
shadowed to  some  degree  by  the  challeng- 
ing problems  and  significant  events  of  the 
times  which  directly  affect  all  branches  of 
the  profession.  Even  so  there  has  been  a 
steady  flow  of  new  medicinals,  and  re- 
search in  this  field  has  continued  un- 
abated. Indeed  it  is  encouraging  for  the 
future  to  note  the  programmes  of  con- 
siderable expansion  which  are  being  un- 
dertaken by  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
in  Great  Britain  as  well  as  overseas. 

In  this  review  consideration  is  given  to 
some  of  the  achievements  of  the  current 
year. 

Antibiotics 

Problems  associated  with  antibiotic 
therapy  are  those  of  bacterial  resistance 
and  cross-resistance.  New  compounds  at- 
tempt to  overcome  these  difficulties. 

Clindamycin  (Dalacin  C)  is  a  semi-syn- 
thetic antibiotic  known  as  7-chloro-7-de- 
oxy-lincomycin.  Bactericidal  against  most 
Gram-positive  pathogens,  it  has  an  acti- 
vity similar  to  that  of  erythromycin  and 
is  said  to  be  fully  active  against  erythro- 
mycin-resistant   strains   of  staphylococci. 

Another  semi-sythetic  antibiotic  for  use 
in  a  similar  field  is  flucloxacillin  (Floxa- 
.  pen)  which  is  given  by  mouth  or  injec- 
tion and  is  active  against  staphylococci  in- 
cluding penicillin-resistant  strains,  strepto- 
cocci and  pneumococci. 

Last  year's  review  dealt  with  cephalo- 
thin  as  an  injectable  cephalosporin  having 
antistaphylococcal  activity  and  resistance 
to  staphylococcal  penicillinase. 

But  now  the  first  of  the  orally-active 
cephalosporins,  namely  cephalexin  (Cepo- 
rex  and  Keflex),  has  been  introduced.  It  is 
a  derivative  of  7-aminocephalosporanic 
acid  closely  resembling  the  penicillin  ana- 
logue ampicillin.  By  its  efficient  oral  ab- 
sorption and  broad  spectrum  of  activity 
it  provides  a  valuable  alternative  to  the 
oral  penicillins  in  patients  infected  with 
a   penicillinase-producing  organism. 

Malignant  disease 

A  number  of  new  antibiotics  have  been 
used  in  the  control  of  malignant  disease. 
Daunomycin  (Cerubidin)  formerly  called 
rubidomycin  has  given  some  benefit  in 
cases  of  acute  myelocytic  leukaemia.  Daily 
doses  of  2  mg/kg  are  given  for  three  to 
five  days  with  special  attention  to  toxic 
reactions,  the  most  significant  being  the 
effect  on  bone  marrow. 

Another  antibiotic  used  in  this  sphere 
is  mithramycin  (Mithracin)  which  has 
antibacterial  and  antineoplastic  properties. 
Some  response  has  been  achieved  from  its 
use  in  malignant  disease  of  the  testes 
which  has  failed  to  respond  or  cannot  be 
treated  by  surgery  or  radiotherapy. 

Vaccines 

The  hazards  of  foetal  damage  associated 
with  German  measles  in  early  pregnancy 
are  well-known  and  until  recently  they 
represented  a  major  problem.  An  im- 
portant achievement  of  the  year  has  been 
the  production  of  a  vaccine  for  immunisa- 
tion against  rubella.  This  product  (Cen- 
devax)  contains  an  effective  dose  of  the 
MRC  reference  rubella  vaccine  and  pro- 
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vides  active  immunisation  against  rubella 
in  women  of  child-bearing  age  who  are 
not  pregnant  and  are  unlikely  to  become 
pregnant  for  at  least  two  months  after 
immunisation. 

Antileprotics 

Clofazimine  (Lamprene)  is  a  fat-soluble 
orange  dye  with  both  antimycobacterial 
and  anti-inflammatory  properties.  It  has 
proved  to  be  an  effective  drug  in  leprosy 
and  it  is  especially  useful  for  patients  who 
develop  serious  drug  reactions  to  dapsone 
or  in  whom  the  organisms  have  become 
sulphone-resistant.  Because  of  its  anti-in- 
flammatory effects,  clofazimine  is  also 
useful  in  controlling  the  different  types  of 
lepra  reactions  or  inflammatory  episodes 
that  frequently  complicate  lepromatous 
leprosy.  In  this  respect  it  has  compared 
favourably  with  prednisolone  without 
causing  serious  side  effects.  Doses  of  100 
mg,  by  mouth  three  times  a  week  are 
usual  for  previously  untreated  patients  but 
twice  that  amount  may  be  needed  for  sul- 
phone-resistant patients. 

Antimalarials 

In  those  parts  of  the  world  where  anti- 
malarial resistance  is  encountered,  there 
is  often  advantage  in  combining  two  dif- 
ferent antimalarial  drugs  especially  for 
prophylaxis  and  suppression.  A  recent  in- 
troduction contains  both  pyrimethamine 
and  dapsone  (Maloprim),  its  effect  being 
to  provide  a  double  sequential  blockage 
of  folate  metabolism  in  the  malaria  para- 
sites. The  normal  protective  dosage  con- 
sists of  two  tablets  taken  during  the  week 
before  arrival  followed  by  one  tablet  per 
week  whilst  in  a  malarious  region  and  con- 
tinued for  several  weeks  after  departure. 

Bronchodilators 

Effective  relief  without  cardiac  stimulation 
is  the  target  of  new  medication  in  this 
field  and  two  new  developments  have  been 
noted.  By  inhalation,  salbutamol  (Vento- 
lin) is  already  established  as  a  relief  for 
asthmatic  airway  obstruction.  It  is  now 
available  as  a  tablet  for  oral  administra- 
tion and  in  this  form  it  provides  broncho- 
dilation  without  undue  cardiac  stimula- 
tion, the  effect  being  lasting  because  it  is 
unaffected  by  catechol-o-methyltransfer- 
ase.  A  second  development  in  this  field 
has  been  the  introduction  of  isoetharine 
hydrochloride  (Numotac).  This  is  a  sym- 
pathomimetic amine  which  acts  through 
the  beta-adrenergic  receptors  and  is  con- 
sidered to  have  a  greater  affinity  for  the 
p..  rather  than  for  the  pi  receptors.  On 
this  account  it  produces  good  bronchodi- 
lation  with  a  minimum  of  cardiovascular 
effects  in  bronchial  asthmatic  conditions. 

Oral  contraceptives 

An  important  event  early  in  the  year  was 
the  report  by  the  Committee  on  Safety  of 
Drugs  pointing  to  a  higher  incidence  of 
thrombo-embolism  amongst  women  taking 
oral  contraceptives  containing  75  micro- 
grammes  or  more  of  oestrogen,  than 
amongst  those  taking  50  microgrammes. 
At  the  time,  about  half  the  oral  contra- 
ceptives prescribed  in  the  United  King- 
dom contained  75  microgrammes  or  more 
of  oestrogen  either  as  mestranol  or  ethinyl- 
oestradiol.  The  Committee  recommended 


that  oral  contraceptives  containing  the 
lower  dose  of  oestrogen  should  normally 
be  prescribed  and  a  number  of  these  pre- 
parations were  reformulated  accordingly. 

At  about  the  same  time  the  oral  con- 
traceptives based  on  a  progesterone- 
only  regime  (Verton  and  Normenon)  were 
suspended  by  the  manufacturers  as  a  pre- 
cautionary measure  following  a  report  of 
adverse  effects  occurring  in  long-term 
toxicity  tests  with  animals.  More  recently 
a  similar  report  has  led  to  the  withdrawal 
of  the  sequential  preparations  (Sequens  and 
C-Quens  21)  on  the  basis  that  mam- 
mary tumours  had  been  observed  in  dogs 
but  no  other  animals,  following  very  high 
dosage-schedules. 

Hypoglycaemic  agents 

A  new  sulphonylurea  has  been  added  to 
the  range  of  oral  antidiabetic  drugs.  This 
is  glibenclamide  (Daonil  and  Euglucon), 
a  compound  which  has  been  described  as 
the  most  active  and  the  least  toxic  agent 
for  diabetes  yet  produced.  Its  hypoglycae- 
mic potency  is  such  that  5  mg  of  the  com- 
pound corresponds  to  about  1500  mg  of 
tolbutamide  or  375  mg  of  chlorpropa- 
mide. A  high  percentage  of  suitable 
patients  can  be  stabilised  by  means  of  a 
dosage  range  of  2' 5  to  20  mg  daily  and 
it  is  rarely  necessary  to  withdraw  treat- 
ment because  of  side  effects. 

Parkinson's  disease 

The  treatment  of  Parkinsonism  has  in  the 
past  been  largely  empirical  and  rested 
mainly  with  a  number  of  synthetic  anti- 
cholinergic drugs  having  some  degree  of 
specificity  in  the  relief  of  symptoms.  Dur- 
ing the  year  two  new  products  have  re- 
ceived considerable  attention : 

Amantadine  (Symmetrel)  was  developed 
as  an  antiviral  drug  and  has  been  widely 
used  in  the  treatment  of  A2  (Asian)  in- 
fluenza, its  beneficial  effect  in  cases  of 
Parkinson's  disease  being  an  accidental 
discovery.  Whilst  its  mode  of  action  is  by 
no  means  clear,  the  effect  of  amantadine 
is  to  relieve  rigidity  and  akinesia;  it  also 
has  some  value  in  combating  the  depres- 
sion that  is  often  associated  with  Parkin- 
sonism. An  optimum  dosage  has  been 
found  to  be  100  to  300  mg  daily. 

Of  greater  interest  because  of  its  sig- 
nificant value  in  the  control  of  this  dis- 
ease, L-dopa  or  3,4  dihydroxyphenylala- 
nine  (Laradopa  and  Brocadopa)  has  now 
become  generally  available.  Clinical  trials 
with  the  drug  indicate  that  all  the  symp- 
toms of  Parkinsonism  are  improved,  but 
the  relief  of  akinesia  is  probably  the  most 
beneficial  effect.  Tremor  responds  well  and 
the  seborrhoea  associated  with  the  condi- 
tion is  markedly  decreased.  In  general 
about  one-third  of  patients  are  greatly 
helped  by  L-dopa,  another  third  obtain 
some  benefit  and  the  remainder  cannot 
tolerate  therapeutic  doses.  Starting  dose  is 
about  250  mg  per  day  and  is  increased 
gradually  to  the  maximum  tolerated  — 
usually  1  to  8  g  per  day. 

Gastric  protectives 

Symptoms  of  heartburn,  regurgitation  and 
other  stomach  complaints  are  frequently 
ascribed  to  hyperacidity  but  a  new  con- 
cept is  that  they  are  caused  by  a  reflux  of 


the  stomach  contents  into  the  lower  part  of 
the  oesophagus.  On  this  basis  a  new  treat- 
ment has  been  developed  to  control  gastro- 
oesophageal  reflux  which  is  a  frequent 
cause  of  the  oesophagitis  accompanying 
hiatus  hernia.  For  oral  administration,  the 
product  (Gaviscon)  takes  the  form  of 
granules  containing  alginic  acid,  sodium 
alginate,  magnesium  trisilicate,  aluminium 
hydroxide  gel  and  sodium  bicarbonate. 
On  ingestion  this  combination  suppresses 
gastric  reflux  by  forming  a  protective  gel 
which  floats  on  the  stomach  contents  and 
acts  as  a  barrier  between  stomach  acid  and 
the  cardiac  sphincter. 

Cardiac  drugs 

Coronary  heart  disease  is  one  of  the  most 
serious  killing  diseases  of  modern  times 
and  in  consequence  the  development  of 
new  drugs  in  this  field  is  a  target  of  ever- 
increasing  importance.  Considerable  re- 
search has  been  devoted  to  the  adrenergic 
beta-receptor  antagonists  of  which  the 
first  successful  drug  was  propranolol.  Its 
successor  practolol  (Eraldin)  is  now  avail- 
able for  oral  use  and  injection.  This  drug 
protects  the  heart  against  excessive  sym- 
pathetic nervous  stimulation  (exercise  and 
emotion)  and  diminishes  myocardial  oxy- 
gen requirements.  In  that  way  practolol  is 
an  effective  treatment  for  angina  pectoris 
and  for  cardiac  arrhythmias  caused  by  ex- 
cessive sympathetic  tone.  It  appears  less 
likely  than  other  drugs  in  the  group  to 
provoke  cardiac  failure  in  susceptible 
patients. 

Oxyprenolol  hydrochloride  (Trasicor) 
is  another  adrenergic  beta-receptor  an- 
tagonist now  available  as  tablets  and  in- 
jection. Again,  this  new  drug  can  protect 
the  heart  from  excessive  adrenergic  stimuli 
caused  by  physical  and  emotional  stress; 
likewise  the  heart  beats  more  slowly  and 
its  oxygen  supply  is  used  more  efficiently. 
Oxyprenolol  is  also  claimed  to  have  a 
mild  stimulating  effect  on  heart  muscle 
fibres  which  benefits  contractility  and  im- 
proves efficiency  such  that  there  is  only 
slight  reduction  in  cardiac  output. 

Psychotropic  agents 

Two  additions  have  been  noted: 

Dibenzepin  hydrochloride  (Noveril)  is 
an  antidepressant  which  has  been  used  for 
both  inhibited  and  agitated  depression.  Its 
effect  lies  intermediate  between  that  of 
imipramine  and  amitriptyline.  Better  re- 
sults have  been  obtained  in  cases  of  en- 
dogenous depression  than  in  the  involu- 
tionary  type. 

Clomipramine  (Anafranil),  a  3-chloro 
derivative  of  imipramine  has  also  been 
introduced.  This  can  be  used  in  the  treat- 
ment of  all  forms  of  depression.  Its  effects 
are  similar  to  those  of  imipramine  but  it 
does  in  addition  have  a  calming  influence 
on  the  patient  without  causing  drowsiness. 
The  drug  can  also  be  given  by  intramus- 
cular injection  in  severe  cases  or  unco- 
operative patients. 

Antihistamines 

A  recent  addition  to  this  group  is  cin- 
narazine  (Stugeron).  This  is  a  piperazine 
derivative  reported  to  have  been  effectual 
in  various  allergic  disorders.  Its  action  is 
rapid  and  side  effects  mild  and  infre-

quent.  It  has  been  used  also  for  vertigo 
and  other  disorders  of  balance,  including 
Meniere's  syndrome. 

Other  antileukaemic  agents 

Cytarabine  (Cytosar)  or  cytosine  arabino- 
side  hydrochloride  is  an  antiviral  agent 
which  has  been  suggested  for  use  in  the 
topical  treatment  of  herpes  keratitis.  More 
recently  it  has  been  used  as  an  antineo- 
plastic agent.  Doses  range  from  0*5  mg 
to  5  mg/kg  per  day  given  intravenously 
for  acute  leukaemia. 

Another  addition  in  this  field  is  mito- 
bronitol  (Myelobromol)  which  is  available 
in  tablet  form  for  the  treatment  of  chronic 
myeloid  leukaemia. 

Reducing  serum  cholesterol 

The  probable  relationship  between  high 
serum  cholesterol  levels  and  the  incidence 
of  ischaemic  heart  disease  has  led  to  the 
development  of  various  drugs  which  have 
the  ability  to  reduce  these  high  levels  in 
the  bloodstream.  Cholestyramine  chloride 
(Questran)  is  an  anionic  exchange  resin. 
Taken  by  mouth  it  binds  bile  acids  in 
the  intestine  and  thus  prevents  the  resorp- 
tion of  bile  salts.  It  has  been  used  to  effect 
reduction  of  serum  cholesterol  levels. 

For  Meniere's  disease 

Betahistine  or  2-methylaminoethyl  (pyri- 
dine), issued  as  the  hydrochloride  (Sere), 
has  been  shown  to  have  properties  simi- 
lar to  those  of  histamine,  with  the  distinct 
advantages  that  it  is  active  when  taken  by 
mouth  and  also  considerably  less  toxic. 
On  that  basis  betahistine  has  been  used 
with  good  effect  in  the  treatment  of 
Meniere's  disease  and  extensive  trials  have 
confirmed  its  ability  to  relieve  the  vertigo, 
tinnitus,  nausea  and  headache  associated 
with  the  syndrome.  There  is  also  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  progressive  deafness 
which  commonly  occurs  with  Meniere's 
disease  can  be  arrested  by  this  new  drug. 

Vasoconstrictor 

Adrenaline  is  widely  used  in  local  anaes- 
thetic solutions,  but  it  may  cause  a  variety 
of  arrythmias  which  are  sometimes  seri- 
ous. A  promising  alternative  is  a  new 
vasoconstrictor  known  as  felypressin 
(Octapressin).  This  is  a  synthetic  polypep- 
tide, an  analogue  of  naturally-occurring 
vasopressin  (2-phenylalanine-8-lysinevaso- 
pressin)  which  lacks  the  cardiac  effects  of 
adrenaline  and  is  also  less  likely  to  cause 
local  tissue  hypoxia  than  is  adrenaline. 

The  future  ? 

The  question  "what  of  the  future?"  may 
well  be  asked  following  a  review  of  this 
kind.  Nothing  could  be  more  difficult  than 
to  forecast  with  any  certainty  the  discover- 
ies likely  in  the  next  few  years. 

Many    novel    compounds    are  already 
undergoing  the  lengthy  process  of  clinical 
and  roxicological  evaluation  and  some  at 
least  of  these  may  be  expected  to  emerge 
successfully  as  new  products  of  the  fu- 
j  ture.  But  the  greatest  spearhead  of  mod- 
|  ern    research    is    directed    against  those 
i  diseases  which  at  present  remain  uncon- 
I  quered  and  it  is  these  fields  that  drama- 
tic advances  can  be  hoped  for.

Sharp  advance  in 
calcium  gluconate 

London,  December  2 :  New  rates  for  cal- 
cium gluconate  in  operation  from  this 
week  show  an  advance  of  £58  per  metric 
ton  on  the  former  price.  Another  manu- 
facturer of  citrates  has  adjusted  his  citrate 
schedules  upwards  in  view  of  the  higher 
cost  of  citric  acid. 

Among  crude  drugs  Curacao  aloes  and 
Costa  Rican  ipecacuanha  were  dearer 
while  Balsam  Peru  and  lycopodium  were 
easier.  Brazilian  menthol  tended  to  be 
firmer  but  the  Chinese  variety,  stocks  of 
which  are  now  coming  forward,  was 
down  by  one  shilling  lb. 

Movements  in  essential  oils  were  about 
equally  divided  between  the  ups  and 
downs.  Among  those  marked  up  were 
bois  de  rose,  Ceylon  citronella  and  petit- 
grain;  down  were  anise  and  lemongrass.
